Pres dent Eisenho wer's first reshu ffling—the 
ex ecu tiv e o rder creating a Department o f Wel­ 
fare. with a secretary o f cabinet rank—is co n­ 
firmatio n o f a decisio n made lo ng ago bu t 
sidetracked u ntil Oscar R. Ewing left the fed­ 
eral go v ernment. 
Ewing, as federal secu rity administrato r, had 
stin ed u p so many m.sgiv ings abo u t his atti­ 
tu de o n so cialized med cine that Co ngress co u.d 
no t hav e reso lv ed them in his fav o r tho ugh it 
was ready to create a Department o f Welfare. 
Therefo re, the gro u p o f agencies which nud 
been bro u ght into FSA had to wait o n his 
departu re to get departmental statu s. 
Ov eta Culp Ho bby , who su cceeded Ewing, 
thu s is to beco me in fact what she has been 
since last Jan. 20 in co njectu re—the first 
wo man member o f a Repu blican presidential 
cabinet. The cabinet finally is resto red to a 
full strength o f ten. 
This was the cabinet strength reached in 1913 
when the Co mmerce Department and Labo r 
Department were div ided. The to tal dro pped to 
nine in 1947, when the Department o f War and 
the Department o f Nav y were co nso lidated with 
a new Department o f Air into an o v er-all 
De­ 
partm ent o f Defense.

PARIS, Lav renti P. Beria, chief 
o f Ru ssia’s secret po lice, already 
is jo ckey ing fo r the po wer to take 
o v er full co ntro l o f the So v iet Un­ 
io n, 
acco rding 
to well-info rmed 
qu arters here. 
Fo rmerly Stalin’s No . 1 hatchet 
man. Beria has a y en to wrear the 
m arshal’s u nifo rm o f his fo rmer 
master. 
He is generally regarded as the 
mo st ru thless o f Stalin’s su ccesso rs 
in the Kremlin. Like the deceased 
premier, Beria 
is a nativ e o f 
Geo rgia. 
Vy acheslav M. Mo lo to v , the di­ 
plo mat, and Geo rgi M. Malenko v , 
the higher-edu cated eco no mist, are 
no t regarded here as matches fo r 
Beria when it co mes to fire-eating. 
Like

Himmler,
